CAMPAIGN 
to protect and 
preserve the 
natural beauty 
of London Fields has 
gone viral. 

‘Love London Fields’ 
was the message from 
the Council this summer. 
The park is a huge 
visitor attraction, but as 
such, can suffer a lot of 
environmental damage. 

Hackney urged people 
to respect the space and 
do their bit to look after 
the park by keeping it 
clean and tidy. As part 
of the campaign, banners 
went up with the message: 
‘Your park is not a night 
club or a toilet. Please 
respect it.’ 



Residents strongly 
championed the move, 
with photos of a campaign 
banner being shared 
by thousands of people 
on Facebook and Twitter, 
alongside messages 
of support. 

Even local celebrities got 
on the bandwagon, with 
Hackney-based Alison 
Goldfrapp, of electronic 
music duo Goldfrapp, 
posting a photo of the 
slogan, with a kiss as a 
sign of solidarity. 

London Fields is an 
award-winning park 
enjoyed by thousands of 


people during the warmer 
weather. However, 
some people have taken 
advantage of the barbecue 
areas by bringing sound 
systems and having late 
night parties, which 
disturb residents; illegally 
selling burgers; and not 
using barbecue stands 
and scorching the ground. 
Littering and urinating, 
instead of using the park’s 
free public toilets, have 
also become problems. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “London 


Fields is one of Hackney’s 
most popular parks 
and the great weather 
this summer has seen 
thousands enjoying the 
barbecue area. While 
we really don’t want to 
stop people enjoying 
themselves, some people 
need to treat it with a 
bit more respect, and 
remember that people 
live near the park and 
it’s a place for everyone 
to enjoy.” 

He added: “If this 
continues we may have no 
other choice but to remove 
the barbecue area. So 
please, can everyone using 
this area think twice about 
what they are doing.” 

Visitors are encouraged 
to dispose of their 
cigarettes and other litter, 
and the Council is working 
together with the police to 
clamp down on anti-social

Parents train to help special 
needs children and families 


A GROUP of parents who support other families of 
children with special educational needs (SEN) were 
recognised at a graduation ceremony. 

The volunteers undertook a five-month training course 
covering topics including schools admissions and 
disability equality. 

The training was organised by the Council’s Parent 
Partnership Service and aims to increase access to the 
support services available to Hackney families. 

Following the graduation on 30 July, the seven volunteers 
can now act as advocates, refer people to information and 
services, and work with families of children with learning 
or physical disabilities to ensure they receive the help and 
support they need. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, Cabinet Member for Education and 
Children’s Services, said: “Being a parent or carer of 
a child with SEN can be challenging, as well as hugely 
rewarding, and no one knows that better than those who 
have gone through it themselves. By equipping fellow 
parents with the skills and confidence to help them advise 
others, we hope families will feel more supported and 
better informed about the services available to them. 

“The volunteers who have completed the programme 
have shown huge dedication and now have an impressive 
set of skills which will really benefit Hackney families.

Joint action to curb noisy late night revelry in Dalston 


THE police have joined 
forces with the Council to 
crack down on anti-social 
behaviour in Dalston. 

They recently introduced 
a dispersal order to allow 
the police to move groups 
of people away from a 
specific area if they behave 
in an anti-social manner. 

It was introduced 
following complaints 


from residents about 
people drinking in the 
street and causing a 
nuisance late at night. 

The area covered by 
the order is bordered 
by Kingsland High 
Street, John Campbell 
Road, Boleyn Road 
and Bradbury Street - 
including Gillett Square, 

Deputy Mayor, Cllr 


Sophie Linden, said: 
“Dalston’s night-time 
economy is booming and, 
while we acknowledge 
the economic and cultural 
benefits this brings, we 
have to consider how this 
impacts on our residents. 
We know they have been 
particularly concerned 
about anti-social 
behaviour in the area, 


and this dispersal order 
gives police an extra tool 
to help them tackle that. 

“We’re also asking 
residents and businesses 
if they think we should 
make Dalston a special 
policy area, which would 
manage the growth of 
licensed premises in the 
area. We hope these 
measures, along with our 


wardens, will 
help to balance 
the area’s 
vibrant night 
life with the 
quality of life of 
residents.” 

The order will 
be in place until 
1 February next 
year, when it 
will be reviewed.

A CONSTRUCTION industry training programme for 
women, which was developed in the borough, has won 
a national award. 

The Hackney Homes National Skills Academy (NSA) 
received the ‘elite collaboration in partnership’ award 
at a Women into Construction event. 

The scheme led to the successful placement of women 
in work experience and employment with building 
contractors Lakehouse, Mansell and Mulalley - currently 
working for Hackney Homes to transform the borough’s 
estates - and many of their subcontractors. 

The event on 25 June celebrated over 20 women who 
completed their placements and also gained employment 
within quantity surveying, project management and 
electrical installation. 

The Women into Construction project was born out of the 
need to increase diversity on London 201 2 construction 
sites, and resulted in the placement of over 720 women 
with Olympic Park contractors. 

It has recently secured legacy funding from Construction 
Skills and now supports women into work experience and 
jobs across all London boroughs. 

Rupert Tyson MBE, Chair of the Hackney Homes Board, 
said: “This award highlights the positive work done by 
women within the construction industry. We work closely 
with partners to give local people the opportunity to gain 
experience and employment and continue to encourage 
women who are interested in working within trades and 
construction, often seen as a male-dominated industry.”

A CULTURAL 
programme of

to the Narrow Way is 
continuing into autumn. 

Hackney-based architects 
Studio Weave have been 
brightening up the street by 
putting temporary painted 
patterns on the floor. 
Residents have also joined 
in community gardening 
days, placing flowers and 
shrubs in planters attached 
to benches along the busy 
shopping street. 

Maria Smith from 


Studio Weave said: “It was 
great to see such a green- 
fingered hive of activity 
on the Narrow Way: 
wheelbarrows, shovels, 
soil and buckets of water 
were being passed up and 
down the street and the new 
plants immediately attracted 
shoppers and bees alike.” 

More events are planned 
in the autumn. On 7 
September, the street will 
be taken over by a huge 
family festival from Mimbre 
- a circus and street theatre 
company - featuring 
interactive performances, 


live music, dance and 
acrobatics. 

‘Hackney Harvest’ will 
take over the Narrow 
Way on 29 September to 
celebrate the changing 
seasons with an outdoor 
communal feast. Visitors 
are asked to bring their 
favourite dish to the event 
and enjoy live entertainment 
from local musicians. 

The programme 
of activities has been 
commissioned by the 
Council in celebration of 
the Narrow Way’s trial 
pedestrianisation to help 


breathe new life into the 
street and create a more 
welcoming area. 

So far there has been live 
music, theatre, fetes, street 
food, and arts and craft 
workshops by creative 
company Artburst.

Hackney Homes scoops award 
for women in construction 


Hackney joins Islington in backing for fire station legal challenge 


THE Council has lent 
its support to planned 
legal action against the 
Mayor of London’s 
decision to close 10 fire 
stations in London. 

Boris Johnson 
overturned a London 
Fire Authority decision 
in order to push through 
the closure plans, which 
would see Kingsland 
fire station closed by 


16 September. This could 
place a third of Hackney 
outside London Fire 
Brigade’s recommended 
response times, with 
an increased wait time 
of 3mins 13secs in the 
De Beauvoir ward. 

Hackney has confirmed 
its support for plans to 
seek a judicial review 
of the decision, led by 
neighbouring Islington 


Council. Jules Pipe, 
Mayor of Hackney, said: 
“I am appalled that 
the Mayor of London 
has ignored the decision 
of the Fire Authority in 
order to force through 
damaging cuts which 
will endanger lives 
in Hackney. 

“These plans place the 
safety of ordinary people 
behind cost savings in 


importance and we will 
join with other local 
councils to challenge this 
decision in the courts.” 

The plans - said to 
save £28.8million over 
the next two years - will 
close 10 fire stations; 
reduce the number of fire 
engines by 14; reduce 
the number of fire rescue 
units from 16 to 14; 
reduce minimum crewing 


levels on fire rescue units 
from five firefighters to 
four; and reduce the 


number of firefighter posts 
across London by 552.

Petchey Academy hit a 
66 per cent pass rate (A* 
to C); Stoke Newington 
School, 68 per cent; Bridge 
Academy, 62 per cent; 
Mossbourne Academy, 

82 per cent; Yesoday 
Hatorah Jewish School 
for Girls, 71 per cent; 
Lubavitch House School, 67 
per cent; and Cardinal Pole 
School, 52 per cent. 

The Urswick School saw 
57 per cent make the grade, 
an eight per cent rise on last 
year and the first time the 
E9 school has risen above 


the 50 per cent level. 

Head teacher, Richard 
Brown, said: “The students 
have worked exceptionally 
hard both during the school 
day and in the numerous 
after school, Saturday and 
holiday classes. Staff and 
students of The Urswick 
School deserve this success.” 

Our Lady’s Convent 
School and Cardinal 
Pole’s full results were 
not available at the time 
of going to press. City 
Academy pupils will sit 
exams for the first time next 
year; Skinners’ Academy 
students will not sit exams 
again until 2015.

Three quarters of Hackney 
schools saw their GCSE pupils 
beat the national average 


T HE national 

exam average has 
been thrashed by 
Hackney’s best- 
ever GCSE results, which 
bucked a downward 
trend in other parts of 
the country. 

This year, 61.1 per cent of 
borough students achieved 
five good GCSE (A* to C) 
grades, including maths and 
English, up 0.6 per cent on 
> last year. 

Despite 
talk of 

/ tougher tests,

to C marks for the second 
consecutive year since 
GCSEs were introduced 
25 years ago. 

Three quarters of 
borough schools saw their 
students beat the national 
average, the highest 
number ever. Clapton 
Girls’ Academy had 70 
per cent of students with 
the benchmark grades, an 
astonishing 10 percentage 
points above the school’s 
previous highest results. 

Head teacher Cheryl 
Day said: “This has been 
a fantastic year. Our best- 
ever A level and GCSEs 
results have been the

F OR students all 

over the borough, 
the long wait was 
finally over. 

Whether looking forward 
to university, securing their 
first full-time jobs, or taking 
a gap year, former pupils 
opened their long-awaited A 
level results on 15 August. 

The analysis of the overall 
statistics for the borough, 
which include other post- 16 
courses such as BTECs, will 
not be completed until later 
this year. However, early 
figures indicate that well 
over half of Hackney’s A 
level candidates achieved 
J A* to B grades. While at 
the majority of schools, 
the pass rate of A*-E is 
above the 98 per cent 
national average. 

One Stoke Newington 


School student sat four A 
levels while looking after 
her unwell father and 
volunteering in a care home. 
Umamah Tarvala, 18, will 
now study medicine at UCL 
after achieving two A*s in 
biology and chemistry, an A 
in economics and a B 
in mathematics. 

She said: “My father’s 
condition inspired me to 
look into the complexity 
of the human body and the 
difference doctors make to 
human life.” 

Eleven students gained 
a place at Oxbridge - the 
highest Hackney total 


yet: three from Stoke 
Newington School; 
three from Mossbourne 
Community Academy; 
two from BSix Sixth Form 
College; one from Clapton 
Girls’ Academy; one from 
Haggerston School; and one 
from Petchey Academy. 

Petchey Academy’s 
Saoirse Purtill-Coxall, 18, 


said she was ‘so happy’ 
to get her place at Oxford 
after securing two As and 
a C in history, politics and 
philosophy, respectively. 

BSix student Asta Diabate 
arrived at the Clapton 
college in 2010 after 


emigrating from Italy. Her 
A*s in politics and Italian, 
and As in philosophy and 
French earned her a place to 
study ancient and modern 
history at Oxford.

A fter the 

Second 
World War, 

‘old Sammy 

Lambert’ set up a fruit and 
veg stall at Ridley Road 
Market. Since that day his 
mum, brother, uncle and 
three children have all run 
stalls on the market, an 
East End institution first 
established in the 1880 s. 

Angela Hosford, born 
and schooled in Hackney, 
is one of Sammy’s six 
children who grew up 
on the market, helping 
out on various stalls, 
before getting her first 
job in Ken’s cafe on 
Ridley Road. 

“I’ve always worked on 
this road. Even as a kid 
I remember the laughing 
and joking on the market. 
There was always a 
real sense of family and 
community, we could be 
ourselves and we looked 
after each other,” she says. 
One of the country’s 


most international 
markets, Ridley Road 
stallholders sell food from 
all over the globe, from 
day-to-day groceries to 
delicacies from around 
the world, with Afro- 
Caribbean food being a 
particular draw. 

Angie says: “When my 
dad first started here it was 
before air freight 
and he used to have to 
drive to the docks in 
Liverpool every week to 
buy his produce.” 

In the 1970s, Sammy 
Lambert lent money to a 
local West Indian man so 
he could set up his own 
market stall. Instead of 
cash, Sammy was initially 
paid back in yams, which 
he sold on his stall. 

“There was a large 
West Indian community 
in Dalston, who snapped 
up these yams. From then 
on my dad started to trade 
in Afro-Caribbean food,” 
Angie explains. 


She worked on many 
stalls before taking 
over her brother’s Afro- 
Caribbean produce stall 
10 years ago. 

She says: “Each working 
day I get up at 3 am, walk 
the dog and then drive to 
collect my daily produce to 
get the stall set up for 6am. 
Business starts early; there 
are often night workers 
who have finished their 
shift waiting to buy their 
food from me.” 

Yams, jelly nuts and 
jackfruits are just some of 
the foods sold by Angie. 
The jelly nut has a hard 
exterior, which Angie 
hacks off at speed with a 
very large and sharp knife. 

“In the middle of one of 


these is the purest form of 
water,” she says. Adding: 
“It cleans your heart and 
the jelly surrounding the 
liquid is used by hospitals 
if they run out of plasma.” 

One day while chopping 
a jelly nut the knife slipped 
and sliced Angie’s hand. 
An ambulance was called 
and she was told the injury 
would need stitches. 

She says: “I asked them 
to sew it up there and 
then, but they wouldn’t. 
They said I had to go to 
hospital. I didn’t want to 
leave the stall. I’ve worked 
with slipped discs, ripped 
muscles and all sorts.” 

Over the years Angie 
has served generations 
of families. She says: “I 


see my customers as my 
friends. I hold food back 
for people who I know 
shop on a certain day; I 
even call some of them 
to let them know if I’m 
running low on something. 
It’s about the personal 
touch here. We take care 
of our customers and 
they are loyal to us. Some 
of them come from as 
far afield as Bedford 
and Basildon.” 

The market runs from 
Monday to Saturday and 
its smells and sounds reflect 
the rich mix of people who 
work and shop there. 

Angie says: “It’s a great 
place to work. You meet 
and work with people 


from all different cultures 
and walks of life, and 
chatting to them you learn 
all about their lives and 
struggles and dreams. 

“I love working outside 
in all the elements too - 1 
feel trapped inside at 
home. When my father 
retired he felt miserable, 
like being in a fish bowl. 
He returned to work until 
he died. I’ll be the same. I 
won’t stop until I have to.”

Q: Over the summer we’ve had a lot of really warm 
weather, which has left my garden looking quite 
parched at times. I like watering my plants but I’d 
rather avoid using a hosepipe to save money, can 
you help? 



A: It’s important to water plants to keep them happy and 
healthy, but treating and pumping water does take a lot 
of energy. Using a hosepipe can also use a lot of water, 
so could have a big effect on your carbon footprint. 

Now that we have had a bit of rain it’s useful to capture 
this resource and use it to help with the garden. 

To do this the Council has teamed up with website 
getcomposting.com to provide special offers on water 
butts, which catch rainwater and can be used to fill a 
watering can to look after your plants.

Fleet chips in with green pledge 

IN an effort to reduce its carbon footprint, the Council has 
introduced an ingenious way to power its vehicles. 

Instead of petrol and diesel, Hackney is using biodiesel 
made from recycled chip fat and cooking oil to power its 
fleet of vehicles, reducing reliance on standard fuels. 

The oil and fat is collected from restaurants and takeaways 
and turned into biodiesel by a supplier in South London. 

In the last year, the Council has doubled the number of its 
vehicles running on biodiesel to 38 HGVs, and is set to save 
550 tonnes of C02. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Deputy Mayor, said: “We all have to 
do our bit to reduce vehicle emissions and it’s great that 
we can get some use out of leftover cooking oil. 

“By making use of oil that would otherwise go to 
waste, we have a ready supply of fuel that is also 
environmentally friendly.” 

The Council is also looking at other ways of reducing 
carbon emissions and has eight electric and 1 2 hybrid 
vehicles. They are fitted 
with telematic equipment, 
which plans routes and 
tracks journeys to increase 
fuel efficiency.

Bidding for a budget 


A mbitious 

young people 
who successfully 
bid for a share 
of a £200,000 fund for 
community projects 
showed off the results at 
a celebratory event. 

Last year, the Hackney 
Youth Opportunity Fund 
(YOF) backed more than 
50 ideas, involving over 
2,000 young people who 
took part in thousands 
of hours of activities, 
from music and sports, to 
coaching and residential 
trips.

BEING an academic person, I have always known I 
would go to university. As I come from a middle-class 
background, I also thought being part of an ethnic minority 
would not matter because I am a bright and able child. 
Now with universities charging as much as £9,000 a year 
-while cutting university budgets by as much as 79 per 
cent - that dream does not 
seem tangible anymore. 

The cuts and the 
increasing 
fees are 

putting many students 
off pursuing further 
education. I for one, 
know that my family 
would rather me 
study something that 
would lead directly into a profession, rather than study my 
passion, English literature, which is considered unstable. 
Sure, there are student loans and grants on offer, but how 
likely are you to pay off a £30,000 loan before you are 35? 
How likely is it that you will get a job immediately after 
finishing your degree? Then consider how likely it is that 
your student loan, as well as your mortgage repayments, 
will follow you to your grave. . . 

As a preferable option there are many apprenticeship 
schemes and internships that are solving this problem. 

Yet even those require some level of experience - after all 
who would give experience to someone who dropped out 
of school at 1 6? Also, what about the academics? Where 
do they get the funding? 

In a rather cynical conclusion, it seems that to gain an 
education you either have to be liber intelligent and get 
into a university through a scholarship programme, be 
filthy rich and have your parents pay for your fees, or get a 
loan and have the shadow of the bank following your every 
footstep. How that is equality I have no idea. 

How the Government expects students to survive is 
beyond me, and the fact that the very value of education 
and knowledge is being diminished through the lack of 
affordability for the masses is a tragic state of affairs - not 
only for young people, but for everybody.

Feeding time is fine 


A LL of Hackney’s 
eight libraries 
have signed 
up to a scheme 
which promotes venues 
that provide a safe and 
friendly environment for 
mums to breastfeed. 

The Council and 
Homerton hospital 
have funded ‘Hackney 
Breastfeeding Welcome’, 
part of a national initiative 
by the Department of 
Health. It promotes 
breastfeeding as the best 
possible start in life, with 
long and short-term 
health benefits for both 
mother and child. 


According to research 
carried out in the borough 
during 201 1, 80 per cent 
of mothers were happy 
to breastfeed in a public 
place, but more than 50 
per cent said they did not 
always feel welcome, with 
some reporting a negative 
reaction. 

Cllr Jonathan 
McShane, Cabinet 
Member for Health, 

Social Care and 
Culture, said: “It’s

Dementia-friendly 
environmental

Southwold Road, E5, and 
Schonfeld Square care 
home, N16, following the 
successful bid. 

The funds will be used 
to install a new sensory 
room (which uses sound, 
lighting and smell to aid 
treatments); improve 
corridor lighting; and 


provide a circular 
walkway in the garden at 
Southwold Road. While 
at Schonfeld Square, a 
sensory conservatory 
and a circular garden 
pathway will be created. 

Both sensory areas will 
be places of serenity and 
evoke memories of places 
from people’s pasts. 


The sensory 

conservatory will include 
a large, strongly scented 
orange tree, while the 
sensory room will have 
Caribbean-style aspects. 

The bid was made in a 
joint partnership between 
the Council and social 
landlords Family Mosaic 
and Agudas Israel.

Free confidential HIV and 
hepatitis tests at pharmacies 

RESIDENTS who may be at risk of having contracted 
hepatitis B, hepatitis C or HIV are being advised to 
take a free, confidential test at one of 1 8 participating 
pharmacies in the borough. 

A simple finger-prick test is available and test results can 
be collected within two weeks. Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for Health, Social Care and Culture, 
said: “These are serious diseases, but there is effective 
treatment available. I would encourage anyone who may 
be at risk to visit their local participating pharmacy and 
take this quick and confidential test to find out. You can 
then take control and get treatment.” 

Those at risk of hepatitis B or C include anyone who 
was born, or has had surgical treatment in Asia, Africa, 
South America, Pacific Islands, Eastern Europe or the 
Middle East. Other risk factors include having a blood 
transfusion or organ transplant in the UK before 1 991 , 
or a tattoo or piercing in unregistered premises or with 
non-sterile equipment.

band of armed 
‘malefactors 
and disturbers 
of our peace’ 
who forced their 
way into the 
premises, broke 
down doors 
and windows 
and snatched 
Joan away to 
be married. 

Whether Joan 
was willing 
to go is not 
recorded. 

Henry VII’s 
Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Sir 
Thomas Lovell, was a 
generous benefactor of 
the priory, so much so 
that he was regarded as a 
second founder. He funded 
considerable building 
work, including the 
chantry chapel in which he 
was buried in May 1524. 

Lovell’s funeral must 
have been one of the most 
splendid events the priory 
ever witnessed. His body 
was brought from Enfield 
by torch-lit procession 
to be met at the priory’s 
entrance by the Abbot 
of Waltham Abbey, the 
Prior of St Mary Spital, the 
Bishop of London and the 
Bishop’s Suffragan. 

All then moved through 
the priory church, where 
a dirge was sung, ‘during 
the said dirge there was 
a drynkynge in all the 
cloisters, the nones-hall 
and the parlors ... for as 
many as wold come, as 
well as crafts of London, as 
gentilmen of innes of court, 
having wyne, beer, ale 
and ipocras, confits, spice 
bread, in good ordre; wich 
doone, every man went 


home for the night.’ 

Next day 140 
masses were said for 
the dead man as 
his burial finally 
took place, after 
which over 400 
‘messes of mete’ 
were served to the 
attendees. 

In October 1539, 
the priory was dissolved 
by Henry VIII, the nuns 
pensioned off, lands 
sold by the Crown, and 
buildings soon demolished. 
Wyngaerde’s panorama 
of London shows the tall 
spire of the priory church 
just before it was destroyed 
in 1544. 

Richard Burbage, actor, 
manager and Holywell 
Lane resident, took out 
a lease on the priory 
precinct and built the first 
purpose-built playhouse, 
The Theatre, in 1576. A 
later nearby playhouse, 

The Curtain, probably 
took its name from the old 
curtain walls of the priory. 
The Lord Chamberlain’s 
company of actors 
performed at both 
venues and numbered 
William Shakespeare 
among its members. 

The holy well itself was 
once a local attraction. 

In the first edition of his 
‘A Survey of the Cities of 
London and Westminster’ 
published in 1598, John 
Stow described it as 
being ‘sweet, wholesome 
and clear. . . and most 
frequented by Scholars 
and Youths of the City in 
Summer Evenings, when 


S HOREDITCH was 
once home to one of 
England’s largest and 
richest nunneries, 

St John the Baptist at 
Haliwell, otherwise known 
as Holywell. 

It was a house of 
Augustine canonesses 
- although even during 
its existence it was often 
described as being a 
Benedictine community 
founded by the Bishop 
of London. 

The establishment was 
in fact founded by Robert 
Litz Generan, a canon of 
St Paul’s Cathedral, in 
the mid- 1100s on three 
acres of moor (marsh), 
fronting onto what is 
now Shoreditch High 
Street to the east with 
Linsbury Lields to the west, 
Bateman’s Row to the 


north and Holywell 
Lane to the south. 

The marshy nature 
of the ground was due 
to the springs that fed 
the Walbrook river - 
now incorporated into 
London’s sewers, but once 
an important source of 
fresh water - which rose in 
Moorfields. One particular 
spring was the holy well, 
which gave its name to the 
area and to Robert Litz 
Generan’s title of Prebend 
of Haliwell alias Linsbury. 

Relatively few 
documents relating to 
the nunnery still survive, 
but from what remains 
we know there were 
between 11 and 13 nuns 
in residence, with up to 10 
novices in training. There 
were also lay brothers 
working with the nuns 


and stewards who helped 
collect rents from the 
priory’s many properties: 
the major source of 
its income. 

A handful of events in 
the life of the establishment 
are recorded, including 
the 1356 abduction of 
Joan, daughter of John 
of Coggeshall, a former 
sheriff of Essex, by a 


they walk forth to take the 
Air’. But by 1720, when the 
work was expanded and 
republished by John Stype, 
the well’s condition had 
deteriorated: ‘Holywell, 
is much decayed and 
spoiled, with Lilthiness 
purposely laid there, for the 
heightning of the Ground 
for Garden Plots.’ 

The holy well has 
long since been covered 
over, and is now buried 
somewhere beneath 
the London College of 
Lashion at the west end 
of Bateman’s Row near 
the junction with New 
Inn Street.

Ingredients Method 


•500-750g lamb (cubed) 
•Yt cup of yoghurt 
•2-3 cardamom pods 
•2 cloves 

• 1 cinnamon stick 

•2 onions (finely diced) 

• 1 0Og grated ginger 

• 1 0Og grated garlic 

• 1 tsp turmeric 
•Itetspred chilli powder 
•2 cups spinach 

•1 tspgaram masala 
•2-3 bay leaves. 


• Place the lamb in a bowl with the yoghurt and 
mix well 

• Brown the meat in a thick-bottomed pan, then 
cover with water and cook for 20-25 mins 

• In a separate pan, lightly fry the cardamom, 
cloves and cinnamon. After 1 min, add in the 
onion. Then add the ginger and garlic and fry 
until golden. Finally, add the turmeric, chilli 
powder and bay leaves 

• Add in the cooked lamb, cover again with 
water and leave to simmer 

• Meanwhile, place the spinach into a blender 
and blend until it becomes a thick paste 

• Add the spinach puree to the lamb, mix well

THE majority of people 
who responded to a public 
consultation were in 
favour of proposals to 
improve sporting facilities 
on North Marsh. 

The Council wants to 
replace existing changing 
rooms with a new 
pavilion, which would 
include facilities for cricket 
and football. 

The consultation - 
which ran from 1 May 
to 9 July - gave people 
an opportunity to 
comment on proposals, 
including a new location 
for the building and car 
parking space. 

More than 230 people 
responded, with 63.2 per 
cent agreeing it was a 
good idea to replace the 
old facilities, and 70.9 per 
cent supporting the 
suggested location of the 
new pavilion. 


The decision to improve 
the North Marshes 
facilities is part of a wider 
investment in the area that 
has created new cycling 
and walking routes and is 
set to reduce car parking 
space across the Marshes 
by 30 per cent.
